LONDON, No v . 13—Entrance o f 
the United States into the war o n 
the side o f the 
United Natio ns 
ended three y ears o f stag natio n, 
Gen. Jan Christian Smu ts, premier 
o f the u nio n o f So u th Africa, de­ 
clared at a press co nference to day 
in which he predicted v icto ry in 
19 41. 
“Ou r g reat strateg ic reserv e in 
this war is the 
United States," 
Gen. Sm u ts said. 
“It has ended 
three y ears o f stag natio n. 
“Ou r friends hav e co me in g o o d 
fo rce and hav e taken charg e. 
“There will be a g reat o ffensiv e 
y ear in 19 43, bu t there will be 
v ery hard fig hting . 
Make no mis­ 
take abo u t that. 
If we o hn carry 
o u t o u r o ffensiv e pro g ram s o n an 
adequ ate scale nex t y ear, 
it may 
be po ssible to m ake this ano ther 
‘Thirty Years 
w ar’—starting in 
19 14 and ending in 19 44."

a 35-y ear-o ld farm er. 
The v ictim, Kenneth Kindley , a 
farm er residing near Mt. Etna, 
w-aa ru shed to a ho spital at H u nt­ 
ing to n. It was repo rted his neck 
may be bro ken. 
Kindley 's leg was bro ken and 
his head badly g ashed. 
The elephant,

Mr. Orr had ended 
his life with a bu tcher knife, cu t­ 
ting himself 10 times, o nce o n the 
ankle, o nce o n the w rist and eig nt 
limes o n the face and neck. Acting 
Co ro ner B. T. Hedg es retu rned a 
v erdict o f su icide, declaring ho w­ 
ev er th at no mo tiv e had been ad­ 
v anced. 
Mr. O rr was fo u nd by his wife 
who , retu rning ho me after spend­ 
ing the afterno o n at Red Cro ss 
headqu arters, saw his car parked 
in the driv e. She called fo r him 
as she entered the ho me. Seeing a 
basement 
do o r o pen, Mrs. 
Orr 
went 
to the 
cellar, where 
she 
fo u nd Mr. O rr’s bo dy . Dr. D. V. 
Co u rtrig ht, who was called to the 
ho me, said that Mr. Orr had ap- 
f arently been dead o nly a sho rt 
time when Mrs. Orr arriv ed. 
The pro minent indu strialist had 
left his o ffice at the W ino rr plant 
sho rtly after 2 o ’clo ck. He did no t 
say where he was g o ing .

’teen ag e draft bill goes to Presi­ 
dent Ro o sev elt fo r his sig natu re 
to day and the drafting o f 18 and 
19 -y ear-o ld y o u ths is ex pected to 
be started within the nex t 30 o r 
40 day s. 
W ar departm ent o fficials were 
repo rted eag er to sta rt indu ctio n 
o f the 18 -19 y ear o lds, bu t it was 
estim ated that a mo nth o r mo re 
will be requ ired to “pro cess them .” 
So me 1.000.000 to 1,500,000 y o u ths 
will be liable fo r m ilitary serv ice. 
Final 
co ng ressio nal 
appro v al 
was g iv en the m easu re lo wering 
the draft ag e fro m 20 to 18 when 
the Senate, by a v o ice v o te, ado pt­ 
ed a co nference repo rt o n the bill. 
The m easu re was appro v ed with 
so me Senato rs pro testing bitterly 
ag ainst co nference eliminatio n o f 
the O’Daniel amendment, which 
pro hibited sending o f y o u ths u nder 
20 into co mbat serv ice abro ad u n­ 
less they had been g iv en a y ear's 
training . 
In its final fo rm, the measu re 
meets the demands o f Secretary 
o f W ar Stimso n and Gen. Geo rg e 
C. Marshall, Army chief o f staff. 
While W ar departm ent chiefs say 
that new div isio ns requ ire a y ear’s 
training they also info rmed Co n­ 
g ress that men su ch as mechanics 
and air fo rce g ro u nd crews can be 
trained within fo u r o r fiv e mo nths 
fo r co mbat du ty . 
The bill also pro v ides: 
Tho se 18 and 19 who are in hig h 
scho o l o r sim ilar institu tio ns may 
defer indu ctio n u ntil the end o f 
the scho o l y ear if they are o rdered 
indu cted du ring the seco nd sem es­ 
ter. 
The present law requ iring co n­ 
sent o f parent* fo r v o lu nteers 18 
to 21 is repealed.

The ju dg ment, awarded in de­ 
fau lt, was o btained by the Central 
Hano v er Bank and T ru st co mpany 
as damag es "fo r frau du lent repre­ 
sentatio ns, theft and co nv ersio n o f 
pro perty o f the estate, o f which 
the defendant had cu sto dy as co - 
ex ecu to r and co -tru stee." 
The bank charg ed that Whitney 
had po sted as co llateral fo r per­ 
so nal lo ans, secu rities belo ng ing to 
the estate o f Geo rg e R. Sheldo n. 
The 
alleg ed div ersio n was 
the 
basis fo r the first g rand larceny 
indictment 
ag ainst 
Whitney 
in 
1938 .

Tom E. Wilson, executive direct­ 
or of the Circleville and Pickaway 
county Defense Council, described 
the program as “a necessary war 
measure to provide meat for our 
armed forces and fighting allies.” 
He said the government will event­

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13—Real 
fact about Anglo-American rela­ 
tions with the French before the 
African landings was that the job 
was divided equally between Lon­ 
don and Washington. 
Because the British were not 
on speaking terms with Vichy, af­ 
ter the naval clashes off Oran and 
Dakar, the United States handled 
relations with Vichy. 
In return, 
the British handled relations with 
General de Gaulle. 
Both Allies, however, acted for 
each other and kept each other 
well informed. It was good diplo­ 
matic teamwork. 
Backstage, however, the British 
probably had a harder time with 
de Gaulle than we did with Vichy, 
though Vichy 
relations occupied 
the headlines and 
got 
the chief 
criticism. 
The British, although financing 
de Gaulle and giving him head­ 
quarters in London, found he had 
a lot of definite ideas of his own 
about running the French part of 
the war. In Egypt, last Summer, 
he had such an argument with 
Winston Churchill that Churchill 
afterward dropped the wise-crack: 
"The Cross of Lorraine is the 
hardest one I have to bear.” 
(The 
Cross of Lorraine is the symbol 
of the Free French.) 
Later, when Churchill returned 
to London, he wired de Gaulle to 
join him. Nothing happened. For­ 
eign Minister 
Eden 
then 
tele­ 
graphed. Finally de Gaulle replied 
that be would come to London at 
his own convenience; that he was 
going to Central Africa first; that 
when he returned he would take 
up the problems of 
Madagascar, 
not before. 
Finally, when de Gaulle did a r­ 
rive in London, he received a re­ 
primand such as only the brusque 
Prime Minister of England can 
give. 
“I had hoped,” Churchill said, 
“that you would be a help to me. 
Instead you have been an ob­ 
stacle.” 
Churchill even intimated that it 
was almost 
easier to get along 
with Vichy than de Gaulle. 
This de Gaulle-British friction 
may have been one reason why 
American forces placed 
General 
Giraud in command of all French 
forces aiding the Allies in North 
Africa.

For months the 
Serbs sat looking out over the 
Mediterranean toward Sicily, only 
a stone's throw away, waiting for 
the day when they could begin the 
advance back to Serbia. 
Today the same city of Bizerte 
promises to be the most important 
key, first for throwing Rommel 
out of Africa, second for the in­ 
vasion of Italy. 
* 
It is toward Bizerte th at U. S. 
troops are racing today. 
And it 
is to fall back on 
areal around 
Bizerte, especially the French-Af- 
rican Maginot Line, th at Rommel 
la racing from the other direction. 
One glance at 
the 
map 
will 
show why Bizerte is all-important, 
supplies from crossing the Mediter- 
the nearest point of 
Africa to 
Sicily, even nearer to the Italian 
Island of Sardinia. To either one 
it is only 
about IOO 
miles, 
or 
thirty minutes’ flight in a bomb­ 
er.

U. S. Troop Trains 
The close proximity of Bizerte 
to Italy was one reason why the

This was one reason for 
Rommel's fall. His gasoline tank­ 
ers were sunk by the British. 
Because Italy is so close to Bi­ 
zerte, U. S. troops probably

approach it by the desert railroad 
which vHnds along the coast from 
Algiers. This rail line will be dy­ 
namited and its tracks tom up, 
but even so. 
it should be safer 
than subjecting a fleet to heavy 
Axis bombing raids from Sardinia 
or Sicily.

another race is occurring in Eu­ 
rope—Hitler's rush to send rein­

Now we know the 
reason for this is that one person 
in a family will give it to the 
ethers. 
Infection occurs from 
adults to children. 
We firmly believed in my stu­ 
dent days that the diagnosis could 
be made by listening to the chest 
with a stethoscope if only you con­ 
ducted the examination carefully 
enough. Now we know that at 
least half the cases are missed this 
way, no matter how expert the 
doctor is with his stethoscope, and 
that the x-ray is really the final 
teat for diagnosis. The stethoscope 
is used merely to determine the 
degree of activity of a case. 
Changes in Diagnosis 
It used to be considered that 
the final and determining test for 
the diagnosis was finding the 
germs in the sputum. Now we 
know that if they are found it is 
a late ease. 
Under treatment it was taught 
like gospel 40 years ago that the 
patient could get well in his own 
home. Only a few arrangement* 
had to be made to give him fresh 
air and the treatment would be 
just as successful at home as any­ 
where. 
Now the conviction is 
established that wherever pos­ 
sible the patient with tuberculosis 
should be placed in an institution, 
primarily in order to protect the 
ether people in the home.
